By che King, 
A PROCLAMATIION, 


Concerning His MajesT1Es Coronation Pardon. 


| IW he Kings moſt Extellent Majeſty ſince his Beturn to the Exerciſe ok the Begall 
powers of his Crown hath paſſed an Act of General Pardon, Oblivion and 
i Indempnity, and hath allo directed Charters of Pardon attoꝛding to a foꝛm pꝛe⸗ 
. ef cribed to iſſue under His Gꝛeat Seal, which have been ſued fozth by many of his 
SIZE N Subjects, wherein, as to the Amplitude of the matters pardoned, His Majeſtie 
Fav} hath far-erceeded the pꝛelidents of all foꝛmer Coꝛonation, and other P ardong by 
anp of His Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, And alſo the limits ot time to vohich they extend, are neerer to 
the time ol His Majeſties Coꝛonation then hath been uſed in the fozmer Examples, 
whereby His Majeſty hath granted his Co2onation Pardon in effert betoze His Co⸗ 
ee ronation; Nevertheleſs,not willing to vary from the Courſe of His Pzedeceſſozg-” 
at their Cozonation, and being well pleaſed: with oppoztunitics to abound in atts of Gzate and Clementy to 
His people, from whom he doth alſo expect Returns of Loyalty and due obedience on their parts, whereof . 
His Majeſty doth not doubt: Theretoze-the Kings: moſt Excellent Pajeſty doth bythis His Royal P2o- - 
tlamation publiſh and declare, That all and:every the Subjects.of His Majeſties Realms of England and 
ircland, the Dominion of Wales, the Illes of Jerſey and Guernſey, and the Tovon of Berwick upon Tueed - 
anyof them may ſue out Pardons attoꝛding to the foꝛm already oꝛdered and directed by his Pajeſty, which is 
moꝛe ample in the things pardoned, and with fewer Exceptions then habe been nlual in Pardons granted upon 
like occaſion at the Cozonation of his Majeſties Pꝛedetelloꝛs And is Gatiouliy pleaſed, and doth hereby ſignific 
and declare Þis-Royal pleaſure to be That the laid Pardons ſhall be extended in time further then the times 
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limited by the Act ol Oblivion and his fozmer Grants of Pardon, oꝛ either of them (that is to ſay )unta the 
Nine and Twentyeth day ol December now laſt paſt, on which day the late parliament did diſſolve and deter⸗ 
mine. And to the end His Majeſties Subjects map have luffirient notice to lay hold of his Pzincely Gꝛate 
and Favour intended herein, His Majeſty is pleaſed and doth declare, That the ſaid Pardons ſhall and may 
be ſnedont at any time within the ſpace of One whole Pear to be accompted from the Twenty third day of 
this inſtant Aprill, being the day appointed fo2 his Royal Coꝛonation. #220vided altwayes, and his Majeſty 
doth declare, That no perlon oz perſons in the ſaid Att of General Pardon, Pndempanity and Oblivion,Excepted 
02 not pardoned. o2 reſerved to kuture paines ozpenaltics as therein is expꝛeſſed, noz ſuch perſons (not exteed⸗ 
ing the number of Twelve perſons in the whole) which his Majeſty to2 that purpoſe will nominate and ſig- 
nific nnto the Earl of Clarenden Loꝛd High Chancelloz of England, within Lwenty dayes next enſning after 
his Royal Cozonation > Noz any perſons guilty: of Burglary ſhall be admitted to have the benefit of the ſaid - 
Pardon. And whereas divers perlons in rhe ſaid Act of General Pardon particularly named, are thereby dil⸗ 
abled from bearing any Dffice of Truſt oz publique imployment within this Realm of England, Dominion of 
Wales, 02 Lovon of Barwick upon Tweed, His Majeſty willeth and declareth that His ſaid Pardon ſhall not 
be Granted to any of the ſaid diſabled perſons, but with like Erceptions and Diſabilities in all things, and in 
ſuch manner as are mentioned in the ſaid Act of General pardon, and accozding to the true meaning of the 
laid Act, and no othervoile.
